From  The  Rabbi’s  Desk 

Lighting  Up  The  Darkness 

We've  entered  the  winter  season  again.  Along 
with  the  cold,  we  must  accustom  ourselves  to 
the  increased  darkness  which  we  face  through¬ 
out  the  winter.  Some  of  us  leave  for  work  in  the 
morning  —  and  it’s  still  dark.  Almost  all  of  us 
return  home  in  the  evening  when  it  is  com¬ 
pletely  dark.  The  daylight  hours  are  signifi¬ 
cantly  shortened  in  the  wintertime  and  we  all 
feel  the  affects  of  increased  darkness;  it  damp¬ 
ens  our  spirits. 

In  the  midst  of  all  this  darkness,  we,  the  Jewish 
people,  light  candles  —  the  candles  of  Hanuk¬ 
kah.  We  start  by  lighting  one  candle,  just  a 
small  increase  in  illumination.  Candle  by  can¬ 
dle,  day  by  day,  we  augment  the  light;  we  bring 
into  the  darkness  of  winter  more  and  more  light 
until  we  reach  eight  candles.  Eight  candles 
which  remind  us  that  over  2000  years  ago  the 
Maccabees  were  triumphant  over  the  tyrannical 
Seleucid  Greeks.  Eight  candles  which  remind  us 
that  the  few  defeated  the  many.  Eight  candles 
which  remind  us  that  our  Jerusalem  Temple  was 
rededicated  and  once  more  the  light  of  its 
menorah  illumined  its  chambers.  But  our  can¬ 
dles  also  remind  us  of  one  other  very  important 
truth:  that  the  richness  of  the  Jewish  religion 
triumphed  over  the  temptations  of  assimilation. 
Judah  Maccabee  battled  so  that  the  religion  of 
Judaism  would  continue  to  be  able  to  illuminate 
the  world. 

Our  Hanukkah  candles  are  beautiful  and  they 
bring  a  wonderful  burst  of  light  into  our  gloomy 
winter  darkness.  They  can  be  symbols  for  us 
— of  the  beauty  and  richness  that  our  religion 
brings  to  our  often  darkened  lives.  Where  there 
is  anonymity  and  loneliness,  Judaism  brings 
community.  Where  there  is  chaos  and  confu¬ 
sion,  Judaism  brings  the  structure  and  beauty  of 
the  holidays.  Where  there  is  cheating  and 
immorality,  Judaism  brings  prayer  and  comfort. 
Where  there  is  tension  and  overwork,  Judaism 
brings  Shabbat.  Where  there  is  mindless  drudg¬ 


ery,  Judaism  brings  intellectual  brazenness. 

We  are  in  the  midst  of  winter  once  again  and  the 
darkness  threatens  to  burden  our  souls  with 
gloom.  But  the  Hanukkah  candles  will  brighten 
our  darkened  lives  if  we  let  their  light  and  their 
warmth  penetrate.  Let  us  allow  those  candles  to 
remind  us  of  the  light  and  warmth  and  comfort 
which  Judaism  can  bring  —  if  only  we  permit  it 
to  penetrate  our  lives.

Celebrating  Hanukkah 

When? 

Hanukkah  is  celebrated  for  eight  days  beginning 
on  the  25th  day  of  Kislev  which  corresponds  to 
the  evening  of  Saturday,  December  19th 
through  sundown,  Sunday,  December  27th. 

Why? 

Lights  are  kindled  in  the  menorah,  or  Ha- 
nukkiah,  on  each  of  the  eight  nights  of  Hanuk¬ 
kah  to  commemorate  the  miraculous  victory  of 
the  Jews  over  the  Syrian  Greeks  in  the  Second 
Century,  B.C.E.  A  small  cruze  of  oil  was  found 
when  the  Temple  was  rededicated  which  sur¬ 
prisingly  lasted  for  eight  days  instead  of  the 
expected  one  day,  making  it  possible  for  the 
Jews  to  purify  more  oil  for  the  lamp  in  that 
period  of  time. 

The  rabbis  tell  us  that  just  as  a  small  amount  of 
oil  casts  a  great  deal  of  light,  so  did  a  few  Jews 
stand  against  the  many  and  the  mighty  in  order 
to  preserve  their  faith. 

How? 

A  menorah  has  places  for  eight  lights  and  one 
more  light,  the  ninth,  called  the  shamash.

Havurah/Beginner’s  Service 
Expanded  To  Twice  A  Month 

Have  you  heard  about  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue’s  Havurah/Beginner's  Service?  It  is  a 
service,  led  by  Rabbi  Melissa  Crespy,  which  is 
designed  to  make  everyone  familiar  and  com¬ 
fortable  with  the  Shabbat  morning  service.  It 
meets  in  the  Edmond  de  Rothschild  Library 
twice  a  month  now,  although  it  may  become  a 
weekly  event  soon.  The  service  is  traditional 
—conducted  in  Hebrew  —  but  transliteration  is 
provided  for  those  who  cannot  yet  read  He¬ 
brew.  The  pace  is  comfortable,  and  most  of  the 
service  is  sung  outloud  to  give  everyone  an 
opportunity  to  really  learn  the  prayers.  The 
Torah  portion  is  read  and  members  of  the  group 
are  invited  up  for  aliyot.  Members  of  the  group 
are  strongly  encouraged  to  participate  in  the 
service  by  reading  the  Torah  or  Haftorah,  by 
leading  the  service,  or  by  facilitating  the  Torah 
discussion,  which,  in  lieu  of  a  sermon,  is  an 
open  discussion  on  some  aspect  of  the  week's 
Torah  portion.  The  Havurah/Beginner's  Service 
is  comfortably  informal.  It  is  a  place  at  which 
questions  are  encouraged  and  where  time  is 
taken  to  explain  what  goes  on  in  the  different 
parts  of  the  service. 

In  the  Havurah  Service,  you’ll  meet  about  7 
lovely,  warm  people  who  are  all  in  the  procA 
of  learning  about  Judaism  in  a  comfortable 
environment.

Generally,  wax  candles  are  used,  although  some 
menorahs  are  made  to  be  used  with  oil  and  a 
wick. 

On  the  first  evening,  the  first  candle  is  placed 
on  the  RIGHT  side  of  the  menorah.  Then  on 
each  succeeding  night,  a  candle  is  added  to  the 
LEFT.  The  shamash  is  lit  first  and  the  following 
blessings  are  said: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh  Haolam 
asher  kidshanu  b'mitzvotav  v'tzivanu  I’had- 
lik  ner  shel  Hanukkah. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  Our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  has  made  us  holy  through  His 
commandments  and  who  has  commanded  us 
to  kindle  the  Hanukkah  light. 

Then: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh  Haolam, 
she-asah  nisim  la-avotainu  bayamin  hahem 
baz-man  hezeh. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  performed  miracles  for  our 
ancestors  in  those  days,  at  this  time. 

On  the  first  night  only,  the  Sheheheyanu  is 
added: 

Y  Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh  Haolam, 
LLneheheyanu  v'kee-y’manu  v'hee-gee-anu 
lazman  hezeh. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life,  sustained 
us  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this  season. 

Then  the  shamash  is  used  to  kindle  that  eve¬ 
ning's  lights.  The  kindling  always  starts  on  the 
LEFT  with  the  candle  which  has  been  added  for 
the  new  day  and  continues  by  moving  to  the 
right. 

On  Friday  night,  the  Shabbat  candles  are  lit 
after  the  Hanukkah  lights  are  lit. 

The  menorah  is  often  placed  at  a  window,  if 
practical,  to  give  public  recognition  to  God's 
deliverance  of  the  Jews. 

Special  attention  should  be  given  to  children's 
involvement  in  kindling  the  lights.  In  many 
families  more  than  one  menorah  is  lit,  the 
children  lighting  their  own. 

Customs? 

After  lighting  Hanukkah  candles  or  lights,  it  is 
customary  to  sing  Hanukkah  songs  and  to  eat 
potato  latkes  (pancakes)  with  either  applesauce 
or  sour  cream.  In  Israel,  fried  donuts  instead  of 
latkes  are  eaten. 

Vi  the  United  States,  it  has  become  customary 
/or  children  to  receive  Hanukkah  “gelt'’  (money), 
Hanukkah  chocolate  candies,  and  to  play  with 
dreidels.  Also,  family  members  tend  to  ex¬ 
change  Hanukkah  gifts  in  a  "Jewish  way”  of 
expressing  their  love  for  one  another. 

Hanukkah  is  also  a  perfect  time  and  excuse  for 
having  Hanukkah  parties — a  way  of  celebrating 
this  victorious  aspect  of  our  Jewish  history.

Below  are  two  of  the  most  meaningful  ones:  one 
from  President  George  Bush  and  the  other  from 
Cardinal  O’Connor. 

The  White  House 

I  am  pleased  to  offer  greetings  to  American 
Jews  and  to  Jewish  men,  women,  and  children 
in  Israel  and  around  the  world  as  you  observe 
the  High  Holy  Days. 

Beginning  with  the  new  year  5753  on  Rosh 
Hashanah,  Jews  everywhere  engage  in  10  days 
of  solemn  self-reflection  and  prayer  in  prepara¬ 
tion  for  Yom  Kippur.  As  you  conclude  this 
period  of  repentence  with  the  Day  of  Atonement 

—  a  day  dedicated  to  forgiveness  and  renewal 

—  you  will  affirm  your  belief  in  the  mercy  and 
justice  of  our  Creator,  while  at  the  same  time 
setting  inspiring  examples  of  charity  and  broth¬ 
erhood. 

In  their  emphasis  on  reconciliation  and  renewal, 
these  observances  have  special  significance  not 
only  for  Jews  but  also  for  peoples  around  the 
globe  who  have  benefitted  from  the  rich  cultural 
and  religious  traditions  of  Judaism.
